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Economic Highlights 

In April the Department of Agriculture published 
a booklet which represents more than a year of 
study and preparation. It is entitled "Development 
of Agriculture's Human Resources — A Report on 
Problems of Low-Income Farmers." Its importance 
is spotlighted tn « letter written by President Elsen- 
hower to Congress: "In this wealthiest of nations 
where per capita. income is the highest in the world, 
more than one-fourth of the families who live on 
American farms still have cash Incomes of less than 
$1,000 a year. They neither share fully in our eco- 
nomic and social progress nor contribute as much as 
they would like and can contribute to the nation's pro- 
duction of goods «nd services. . . . We must open 
wider the doors of opportunity to our 1,500,000 farm 
(families with extremely low incomes — for their own 
well being and for the good of our country and all 
our people." 

In submitting the report to the President, Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Benson recommended the launch- 
ing of pilot operations in not less than 50 of the 1,000 
low-income counties during the coming fiscal year. 
He then described a 15-point program which is to be 
followed, with the proper balance among the various 
elements Involved &> be determined by the special 
circumstances of cadi area. 

These points include: Expand and adapt agricul- 
tural extension work to meet the needs of low*-income 
and part-time farmers. Develop needed research in 
farm and home management, marketing, nutrition, 
etc. Increase technical assistance, such as that pro- 
vided by the Soil Conservation Service, to low-income 
farmers. Encourage the states to expand vocational 
training in rural areas of low Income. Request the 
Department of Labor to strengthen the Employment 
Service in rural areas and further adapt it to the 
needs of rural people. Encourage the expansion of 
industry in the rural low-income areas. Enlist the aid 
of the State agricultural colleges in conducting re- 
search and in other ways. Aggressively encourage 
farm, business, and other leadership to assume local 
responsibility and to unite In efforts to aid in the 
development of. agriculture's human resources. The 
Secretary also said that Congress will be asked for 
a $30,000,000 appropriation for the Farmers Home 
Administration to launch the program. \ 

It is clear, as the President said In his letter to 
Congress, that the program recognizes that this is 
not exclusively an agricultural problem but that op- 
portunities for off-farm employment are a part of 
.the solution. Most of the low-income farmers live 
on small, unproductive farms of a marginal or worn- 
out-nature. To many observers, one of the most im- 
portant needs is to encourage large numbers of these 
people to take productive jobs in factories. Actually, 
over the years, much of the increase in our industrial 



labor force has come In this fashion. 

There Is still another reason why this would be 
good for the whole country as well as for the farm 
families concerned. Most economists believe that 
we will experience a labor shortage for 20 years or 
more. The low-Income form group is one of the 
few available or potential reservoirs of manpower 
left

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Dollar's Buying 
Power Stabilized 
For Three Years 

NEW YORK— Spearheading 
their effort! with' a' high rate of 
personal saving and record pro- 
duction, the American people have 
scored an outstanding success. In 
their drive io restore stability tc 
the dollar's buying power after 
more than a decade of erosion. 

Figures show that the Consumer 
Price Index compiled by the U.S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, popu- 
larly known as the cost-- of living 
Index, has varied' only around 2 
per cent for more than three 
years— from the end of 1051 to 
date. This Is an unusually narrow 
range for so long a period of lime. 
Price' records of the past t going 
back to the, early part of th'c last 
century produce few parallels of 
such stability In the consumer's 
dollar for any comparable period. 

Stability does not .mean rigidity 
i In a free society. Individual • com- 
ponents' for ( the cost of living 
Index have ' shown Independent 
movements since 1052, as they » 
have before and undoubtedly 
always will. Some like housing 
and medical care have continued 
to go,. up. However, others .like 
food and apparel have declined 
enough so that the net effect of 
the 1852-59 changes in living costs 
on the consumer pocketbook and 
family budget, has been unusually 
small. 

As it Is, the dollar's buying 
power today Is down to around 
52 cents compared with what It 
was In 1930 as the result of the 
Inflation In the Intervening period. 
The dollar currently will buy less ^ 
than a third of what It would, at 
the turn of the century, according 
to the records.

Science .Develops 
Super-Pure Metals 

PITTSBURGH — Scientists at 
Wcstlnghousd Research Labora- 
tories are purifying titanium and 
other hard-to-get metals, by Im- 
prisoning the molten metal inside 
a cage of its own making. ' 

The process, called cage zona 
refining, uses a unique method to 
melt a bar of metal while it acts 
as its own crucible, thus prevent- 
ing contamination from any con- 
taining vessel. Object of the proc- 
ess is to prepare super-puro met- 
als. 

When a bar of impure titanium' 
is melted. progressively from end 
to end, tho Iron tends to concen- 
trate In the liquid titanium and 
remain there as the solid metal 

"freezes out" behind it. Thus the 
Iron Is "swept" to one end of the 
bar as the molten .. zone moves 
along. 

Each time the process Is re- 
peated, more Iron is carried to 
the end of the bar. This -end then 
Is cut off and discarded, leaving 
tho rest of the titanium bar more 
pure. The heating is done dec 
tro magnetic oily by passing the 
bar through a coil which carries 
high-frequency alternating cur- 
rent! 



Top Industry Wages 
To Aircraft Workers 

. NEW YORK— The average air- 
craft worker in the United States - 
today earns $933 more per year 
than he did In July, 1950, when the 
Korean war started. 

And he earns $729 more per 
year than the average U. S., man- 
ufacturing employee. 

The aircraft worker's higher 
earnings resulting from wage In- 
creases granted by the Industry 
In the past four years account for . 
one-fifth of the' Industry's estimat- 
ed S3.54-blUIon payroll for 1954. 
(These figures- do not include 
"fringe" benefits.) 

The combination of Increased 
wages and higher - employment 
has resulted In a sharp rise In 
aircraft payroll dollars funnelcd 
• into the national economy. With 
264,400 persons employed at the ' 
H outbreak of the Korean war, total 
monthly payroll for U. S. plane 
builders amounted to approxi- 
mately *76.5-mllUon. Today with 
more than 803.000 employees, the 
Industry's monthly payroll Is ap- 
proximately $295. 5-mlUlon.

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20/20 Vision 
Doesn't Indicate 
Perfect Eyesight 

NEW YORK— It often comes as 
a shock to a middle- nged person 
when he finds he can no longer 
read small print at the ordinary 
reading distance. Oddly enough, 
he may still come up to the 20/20 
standard even though he has to 
hold a book 18 Inches or so away 
to read It 

The technical term for this diffi- 
culty of the 40-plus group Is pres- 
byopia. What happens is a per- 
fectly normal development. The 
little lens within the eye loses Us 
elasticity, while the ciliary mus- 
cle — whose job It Is to change 'the 
shape of the lens for near or far 
vision — weakens. Consequently, 
the eye isn't so good at accommo- 
dating—or changing focus to see 
clearly at different distances. 

But the 20/20 rating simply In- 
dicates the ability to' perceive at 
a distance of 20 feet what normal 
vision sees at 20 feet. It's an Inad- 
equate standard, in that it tells 
nothing about the efficiency at 
near-point tasks. Many prcsby- 
opes still have 20/20 vision despite 
their waning power to distinguish 
details at close range. For when 
the eye is focused upon objects 20 
feet or more away it is at rest and 
no accommodation Is required. 

Presbyopia usually begins around 
the age of 45, but the exact time 
varies within a few years. A deli- 
cate or nervous person generally 
experiences It sooner than a ro- 
bust person. Race It a factor, too, 
for Indians and Africans succumb 
to It much younger than Ameri- 
cans or Europeans. 



Fooling Flies 
Now Made Easier 

BERKELEY, Calif.— Remember 
when fly killing was a simple pro- 
cedure of hanging strips of fly 
paper to catch flies? Of course, 
you missed a lot of files that way, 
and It didn't add much to the 
decor— but It was simple. 

The fly paper method was a di- 
rect steal from Mother Nature. 
For instance, there's the carnivor- 
ous Sundew plant, which attracts 
files to its shiny surface, then 
pulls them toward the center of 
the plant. Here they are trapped 
and enmeshed in a pool of sticky 
fluid. 

Now scientists come up with a 
variation of Mother Nature's "lure 
'em to death" principle. It's sim- 
plicity itself- All you do is walk 

around an area where flies are a 
problem and shake a granular 
fly-killing bait out of a cannister. 
What lures the flies to these In- 
nocent-looking granules Is a new 
type of attractant far more entic- 
ing to flies than sugar-based for- 
mulas. The granulei are the size 
that extensive fly-breeding studies 
show, flies like to pick up in their 
"fore -paws" and nibble. It's the 
nibbling that does it— for these 
granules are impregnated with 
malathion, a chemical that has a 
high rate of kill even for "re- 
sistant" flies. 



Many Families Help 
Support Their Elders 

MINNEAPOLIS — One middle- 
class American couple out of 
every seven partially or complete- 
ly supports one or more aged rel- 
atives, according to a survey of 
7,000 policyholder families. 

Of the 7,000 families covered by 
the survey, 964 or 14 per cent re- 
ported that they were wholly or 
partially supporting older rela- 
tives, usually their parents. 

Elderly mothers being so sup- 
ported outnumber fathers by near- 
ly four to one. The mothers' aver- 
age age is 72; the fathers' Is 74. 

Average age of the heads of the 
7,000 households covered by the 
survey Is 40 Vi years. Average an- 
nual Income of those supporting 
or helping support elderly rela- 
tives is $8,008. Average income of 
those not contributing to the sup- 
port of any older relative is J6,* 
271, the survey shows.

Gives His Money Away
